and thinking his Preſence there abſolutely neceſſary to encourage the Men, and to give ſuch 
neceſſafy Otgets as ſhould be convenient, he went out and ftayed on the Walls all that 
Night,;.next gzame to his Lodging, relapſed, and died in few days before the Siege | 
was railed, ©, Grief of the whole City.

N December 1688. Colonel Baker left his Family and Concerns in the County of Louth, 

and went to the North to join the Proteſtants there, who were in Arms, to endeavour 

( if poflible) to keep that part of the Kingdom in obedience to the Crown of England ; 

but finding they were not able to reſiſt the numbers of the iſh that daily poured down 

on them, and the faid Col. Baker being reſolved, as much as in him lay, to be ſerviceable to 
the Crown of England, he with a conſiderable number of the ſaid Proteſtams, retired into 
the City of Londonderry, where he was choſen Commander in Chief of all the Forces iri that 
City, who managed all things with that Integrity, Induſtry, and Prudence, that the Preſer- 
vation of thag-City was chiefly owing (under God Almighty) to his Courage and Condudt ; 
and by conſeque: the reducing the reſt of the Kingdom made much more eaſie than other- 
wiſe it would have been : The many Colds he had contracted by his conſtant attending on 


the Walls leo ſtruck him into a violent Feaver, but being on the recovery, and re-

Sterl. for Portions for the Brother® 
and Siſters of the ſaid Fobn Baker; and to a Rent Charge of 90/. per avn. to the Widow of * 
the late Proprietor, and the Daughter of the ſaid late Proprietor claims a Portion by ſectle- 
ment of 4330 /. out of the ſaid Eſtate; by all which it appears, that the Children of the 
aid Colonel Baker (being Four Infants) have hardly at preſent ſufficient to maintain them 
out of the Profits of the ſaid Eſtate; the truth of all which will more particularly appear by 
the Caſe of the ſaid Jobs Baker, proved upon Oath before the late Commiſſioners for enquiring 
into the Forfeited Eſtates in Ireland, and by their Report to Parliament, to which for more 
certainty they. refer. 
Therefore che ſaid Fohn Baker in behalf of himſelf, his Brother and Siſters, do hope the 
Honourable Houſe of Commons, will take their particular Caſe, and their Father's Eminene 
Services into their Conſideration, | 
And in regard their Father loſt his Life and all his Subſtance, (which conſiſted in a confi. 
derable Stock of Cattel of all forts, Corn, and other Perſonal Eſtate) and was fo very eminent- 
r Serviceable in the Preſervation of that part of Ireland, in obedience to the Crown of Eng- 
they will not reſume the ſaid Grant made to them by Their Majeſties, which is all they 
have to depend upon for their Support and Maintenance, and is all the Reward they ever 
received for their Father's Services ; their Friends having been at conſiderable Charges in paſ. ' 
ſing ac] cLarng (os {aid Grant for them, and the rather, for that the Penſion of 300 ! per ann, 
being given as a Reward for their Father's Services in the War of Ireland, and that Penſion 
being furrenderodin Conſideration of the aforementioned Grant, they may in a great meaſure 
be eſteemed Purchaſers for a very valuable Conſideration for the uſe of the Publick, and with- 
out due regard be had to them, either by continuing the ſaid Grant to them, or otherwiſe 
providing tor them, the ſaid Four Children muſt ſtarve.
